ed with interest by political lead­ 
ers from President Roosevelt on 
down, for it will be the rejection 
or approval of Holt’s record in the 
senate, a record carved out by an 
independent spirit to say the least. 
Most of the seasoned politicians 
will tell you that Holt, elected as 
a Roosevelt supporter, has “com­ 
mitted 
political 
suicide" 
by 
his 
utter disregard for political prece­ 
dent and his determ ination to play 
the lone wolf. But there are others 
who a te Just us insistent th at this 
independence will send him back 
to the seuute for a second term 
lf he runs for reelection. 
The a n sw e r will come next year 
when the W est Virginia primaries 
are held, but the battle over Holt 
has been underway in W est Vir­ 
ginia aud elsewhere ever since be 
entered th e senate Juno 3U, 1935. 
Holt may; file for reelection as a 
Democrat, an independent or he 
may not choose to run but his 
political 
enemies are 
taking 
no 
chances and the fight is at Its 
height today.

N FACT the young senator, only 
34, realized he had a reelection 
fight on his band a few days atter 
the seuate voted 62 to 17 to give 
him his seat. 
His defeated opponent, form er 
Sen. H enry I). Hatfield, charged 
that Holt, elected when he was 29, 
was uol entitled to take his seat 
because 
Hie 
constitutional

limit for the seuate is 3U. 
The late Sen. Robinson (D) of 
Arkansas,

other party . stalw arts who fought 
to seal Holt, smiled with satisfac­ 
tion when the “freshman senator"

bill two weeks after he was seated.

Another departure from political 
precedent was Holt's filibuster in 
the senate that killed the second 
coal control act. backed 
by the

The coal act finally was passed

has been disbanded by the P resi­ 
dent, John L. Lewis, head of the 
CIO aud the United Mine Workers, 
never will forget Holt a filibuster. 
H e is out to get Holt if he runs 
for reelection. 
Holt, who has been stripped of 
his patronage privileges for “giv­ 
ing aid and comfort to the enem y,” 
also opposed repeal of the m anda­ 
tory aim s em bargo and tile Presi­ 
dent's ill-fated Suprem e Court en­ 
largem ent program.

Captive OI Bedouins 


Rev.Goldner Tells Rotarians Of Harrowing Experiences 


When Held For Ransom In Desert Near Jerusalem 


T HE harrowing experiences of an Am erican m issionary held captive 
seven days by Bedouin bandits in the wilderness near Jerusalem 
were recounted by Rev. Gerould R. Goldner of Mogadore, O., before 
the Rotary club Tuesday noon at the Travelers hotel. 
Rev. Goldner and his elderly father, also a m inister, m ade head­ 
lines all over the world from the 4*- 
rime the young pastor w as cap­ 
tured last July 18 until he was 
released July 25 on the payment of 
$5,000 ransom raised and cabled by 
a Cleveland bank. 
Held In W ilderness 
Mr. Goldner told Rotarians he 
was held captive in a barren, crag- 
strewn w ilderness where even na­ 
tives usually were unable to live 
more than five days, and during 
that tim e he suffered the worst 
privations in desert temperatures 
ranging betw een 112 and 130 de­ 
grees. < 
The food, he said, would have 
been unedible if he had not been 
nearly starved while the drinking 
water brought 
on 
recurring at­ 
tacks of am oebic dysentery. Only 
goats’ milk. brought once a day, 
kept him alive, the speaker added. 
According to Rev. Goldner's ac­ 
count, chance threw him and his 
father into the bands of the ban­ 
dits. 
H is father spoke politely to an 
old

woman as 
they 
were 
leaving the city to visit an ancient 
m onastery, he related, and as they 
returned that night a man who lat­ 
er turned out to be a nephew of 
the woman attacked them and took 
them captive. 
Said Lives Threatened 
“We were taken to a hidden val­ 
ley where we were robbed and our 
lives threatened.’' the speaker said. 
“Two m ore members of the gang 
arrived. One, the assistant leader,

But m adam e has 
changed her pre-war favorite colors of blue and pink for 
khaki and beige. 
Men’s Jobs To Be Filled 
There are men’s jobs to ho filled. Madame now may be 
punching tickets in the subway—or even reading gas 
meters. And if she has time left over there are volunteer 
service corps. 
„ Madame doesn’t have to worry 
loo much about money, lf she 
hasn’t a Job or a nest egg. 
The 
government allows her 12 francs 
aaily for hAself (IO francs In the 
provinces) and 4 francs 50 cen­ 
times daily for each child. 
(The 
franc is worth about 2Vi cents.) 
She does worry though—a lot— 
about Jean.

She can buy 
whatever she pleases In the shops, 
although some shops have closed 
through lack of business or of per­ 
sonnel. 
Carries A Flashlight 
The 
principal difference

notices in shops is that windows 
are crisscrossed with gummed pa­ 
per ss protection against splinter­ 
ing and there are big signs point­ 
ing the way to the abri (air raid 
shelter) “for our clientele”. 
Madame carries a flashlght at 
night because of the blackout. She 
walks more because subway and 
bus service Is restricted, though 
not so badly as at the start of the 
war. Train service Is better, too. 
The only food restrictions ma­ 
dame has to face are the closing 
of all butcher shops on Mondays 
and the ban of the sale of beef on 


Tuesdays. There are no ration 
cards and no prospect of them 
since France is one of Europe's 
most self-sufficient nations. 
Still Goes To Movies 
Keeping the home fire* burning 
has become a problem. Many apart­ 
ment landlords, bereft of most of 
their tenants, cannot afford central 
heating for those who remain. 
So Madame has resorted to elec­ 
tric heaters, coal fires or to digging 
the old base burner out of the cel­ 
lar. The landlord helps on the fuel 
bill by reducing the rent. 
Madame still go es to the movies 
—unless she has seen all the shows 
in town. Cinemas were forced to 
continue showing the same pic­ 
tures or to revive old ones for 
many weeks when war halted do­ 
mestic output and curtailed Im­ 
portations. 
That is nothing, however, com­ 
pared to the closing time of caba­ 
rets. With Jean, home on furlough, 
more cabarets are opening. These 
open at 6 p. rn., but they turn you 
out in the very bud of the night, 
by the pre-war standards—ll sharp.
